Dear Harold: 

Kevin has returned the Never Again! manuscript to me. Although I have 
not yet found the time to review the re-editing, I gather from conversation 
with Kevin that he has, in accordance with your guidelines and wishes, 
restored wherever possible passages he had originally deleted. 

Too, I have received from you various materials you would like to see 
added to the manuscript. Inserting the Senator Russell material poses 
no problem. Nor does the material from the O’Donnell oral history re. 

LBJ and Vietnam, particularly as you, David Wrone, and Gerald MacKnight 
all attest to its importance in this context; I think its relevance 
would be more apparent and less of stretch for the reader If it were 
appended to the chapter "Was There a Military Conspiracy?" rather than 
to the epilogue. The epilogue as it now stands will be followed by 
the bibliography and bibliographical essay. 

I am less certain about the placement of the Shaneyfelt material and 
excerpts from your letter to him, which indeed provide some colorful 
reading. The incident could perhaps be footnoted, or you might, as 
you say, be able to work it into the captions for the photographs. 

Speaking of which, the captions should be written before I pass on the 
photos to the designer for layout as he or she will need to know how 
much text is to be included. I shall pass on your notes regarding the 
photos as well and leave the selection to the designer as my knowledge 
in this area is very limited. 

Thank you for your suggestions on the catalog copy. I have revised 
it accordingly. 

Before I left for Nova Scotia I had thought, as you know from my letter 
of July 19, that Never Again! would be published independently by Richard 
Gallen & Company and distributed by Publishers Group West. This arrangement 
now seems less certain, but it remains a possibility. Whatever the 
arrangement, the book will bear the Richard Gallen imprint. Wherever 
and whenever are decisions that sit with David and Richard. I will 
let you know when I know — I hope, within another week or so. 

Meanwhile, the one-volume edition of selections from Whitewash and 
Post Mortem takes its final (I think) shape at last. At least the last 
of the edits will have been input by the end of today and sent to the 
copyeditor tomorrow. It has approached being rather a mammoth task, 
but we can now begin to look forward to its being a book. 
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August 22nd must have been quite a glorious day for both you and Lillian, 
and I hope you both manage to continue to bask in any afterglow.
